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LITTLE DONE IN THE WAY OF SELLING.

Friday, June 1—p. m.

The speculation in stocks to-day was dull. The
recorded transactions, including those ocensioned
by matched orders, amounted only to 146,144
shares. If there was any feature developed, it
was a disposition on the part of the largo “ bears”
to manipulate the market so 88 to be able
to make purchases of  the general
list at about current figures. The effort to pur.
chase was apparent; the result is doubtful, because
the selling was In blocks and the buying was
scattered. In the early dealings everything wus
depressed, although the loan market developed
a larger borrowing demand for all of the uetive
stocks. St Paul was opened off 1-2 per cent ot
65 49-4 and sold down to 65 B5-8; 1 closed ab
66 8.8 or 1-8 higher than lust evening. Phila-
delphin and eading was opened at 59 1-4—3-8
lower than yesterdoy's last price—and that was
tiie lowest of the day. It sold up to 60 1-4 and

closed at 60. It was not till after 2 o'clock
that the important recoveries were made in any
stock ; before that the fluctuations from the early
declines were small and jnsignificant,
specially used os hammers to enable buying of
other stocks wers New.York aud New-England
and Union Pucifie, The same speculative in-
terest which yesterday ordered a strile by the
Union Puelfic engineers to-day postponed Indei-
nitely the consideration of the Uniou Pacific
Funding bill in Congress, and materially inereased
the short interest in the stock by pushing sales
of it at from 54 (34 3-8 Inst evening) down to
hd 3-8 the stock closed at b3 5-8 despite the
efforts to have it olose under 53 1-2,  While the
importsnes of a definite settlement between the
Government and the company is not to be ignored,
the merits of the Union Pacilic stock lay in its
carning capacity ; the esrnings of the company
